SAIGON (AP) — The United 


States lost its 13th and 14th 
planes since the mid-December 
stepup in the Indochina air war 
when North Vietnamese gun- 
ners shot down two Air Force 
F4 Phantom jets Thursday over

Inflation Slowed 
Living Cost Surges

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


cost of living surged four-tenths 
of one per cent last month after 
the price freeze eased, the gov- 
ernment said today, but De- 
cember's increase still left 1971 
with the best lunation record in 
four years. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics said almost two-thirds of 
last month's jump was due to a 
1.1 per cent increase in food 
prices, highlighted by a big 5.6 
per cent jump in the cost of 
fresh fruits and vegetables. 


For all of 1971 the cost of liv- 


ing rose 3.4 per cent, lowest 
since a 3.0 per cent increase in 
1967. 
Intervening 
increases 


were 4.7 per cent in 1988, 6.1 
per cent in 1969, and 5.5 per 
cent in 1970. 


The four-tenths of one per 


cent December jump was twice 
the largest increase for any 
month during the August 15-No- 
vember 14 price freeze. The ad- 
ministration has long predicted 
a "bulge" in prices would show 
up because strict freeze con- 
trols became more flexible in 
the second phase of President 


Nixon's economic stabilization 
program. 


The increase for December 


was the same whether figured 
on an unadjusted basis or ad- 
justed to cmmpensate for nor- 
mal seasonal variations. 


It included beside* the 1.1 per 


cent increase in food prices, a 
three-tenths of one per cent in- 
crease in the coat of houatng 
and a two-tenths of one per 
cent increase for health and 
recreation. There were some 
declines. Apparel and upkeep 
dipped one-tenths of one per 
cent and transportation feD 
two-tenths of one per cent. 


During the Price Freeze the 


Consumer Price Index 
ad- 


vanced one-tenth of one per 
cent in September and two- 
tenths of one per cent in both 
October and November.

The government aaid that in 


the four months alnce President 
Nixon announced the price 
freeze the cost of living has ri- 
sen at a yearly rate, seasonally 
adjusted, of 2.4 per cent. This 
compares with a 4.1 per cent 
rate for the tix preceding 
months. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


pace of the nation's economy 
quickened in the final three 
months of 1971, growing at a 
snappy 6.1 per cent rate while 
inflation slowed to a crawl, the 
Commerce Department said to- 
day in a report of national out- 
put. 


Despite the sharp pickup in 


growth, however, the economy 
turned in a disappointing per- 
formance for all of 1971. It 
grew at an average of 2.7 per 
cent for the year, well below 
the rate needed to trim unem- 
ployment. 


But the fourth-quarter gain in 


Gross National Product output 
of the nation's goods and serv- 
ices, gave the Nixon adminis- 
tration new hope that the econ- 
omy has moved out of the dol- 
drums, ready for a strong 1972 
advance. 


The 6.1 per cent increase in 


"real GNP," output measured 
in terms of 1968 non-inflated 
dollars, was coupled with a 
marked deceleration in the rate 
of inflation, partly reflecting 
President Nixon's moves to 
control wages and prices.

The tax, widely used in Eu- 


rope, is applied at each stage 
of production and marketing of 
a product. The tax is based on 
the value added to the product 
at each stage. Most economists 
agree that the consumer ulti- 
mately pays the whole tax. 


Nixon said that later this 


year, after receiving reports

NEW YORK (AP) - A cam- 


era sometimes can tell a story, 
create an impression and build 
a mood more effectively than 
any other theatrical medium. 
One of those occasions was 
Thursday night when the public 
broadcasting stations showed 
an unusual portrait of Lorraine 
Hansberry, the talented and 
perceptive playwright who died 
at age 34. 


Robert Nemiroff's memoir of 


his late wife, called "To Be 
Young, Gifted and Black," was 
presented with great success as 
an 
off-Broadway 
production 


about three years ago. It was 
more powerful and effective as 
a television production partly 
because the performers were 
not limited to a stage back- 
crotiiid 


An artful interweaving of 


Miss Hansberry's writing— let- 
ters, scenes from plays— and 
remembered 
conversations 


were put together. The result 
was a moving and sometimes 
infurating picture of what it is 
like to be a black maturing in a 
white-dominated society. 


The structure of the program 


was sometimes a bit confusing. 
The play started as if it were 
an early rehearsal of a play 
with the actors around a table 
reading and referring to their 
scripts. A splendid, 
sympa- 


thetic cast moved off in a num- 
ber of directions to show Lor- 
raine Hansberry's career, her 
emotions and reactions, but it 
all lead to her 
premature 


death— of cancer in 1965. 


The part of the playwright as 


taken from time to time by all 


. . 
woman, blacks and whites. 
Ruby Dee played her most of 
the time and gave the charac- 
ter a sense of pride in being 
black. The cast also included 
Claudia McNeil, Barbara Bar- 
rie, Lauren Jones, Al Freeman 
Jr., and A 
1, Schneider. 


Occasionally the transitions 


were abrupt and it was hard to 
follow the shift from excerpts 
from letters to scenes from 
plays— "A Raisin in the Sun" 
was 
her 
greatest 
success. 


Frequently, too, the back- 
ground music was so loud that 
it dominated instead of under- 
scored the words. 


Over-all however, it was a 


fascinating play and, while 
painful, was a rare television 
treat. 


The transition from such dra- 


ma to "The Dean 
Martin 


Show" was too sharp to be con- 
sidered. 
"Owen 
Marshall: 


Counsellor-at-Law" seemed a 
better bet for a night cap. But 
even this— sleek, professional 
and commercial— seemed flat 
after the Hansberry piece.

Pork, for e x a m p l e , 
should be cooked beyond the 
pink state or. if trichinosis 
is present, a person eating 
rare pork can bee o m e in- 
fected Sufficient boiling to 
cook vegetables, baking or 
cooking meat to medium- or 
well-done will eliminate the 
bacteria. 


When food sits for some 


time, then the bacteria in the 
air and all around us can be- 
gin to grow and multiply at 
a rapid rate. In a warm room 
they multiply much more 
rapidly. In many instances, 
the bacteria elaborate a toxic 
substance which is a poison 
to the human system and 
causes illness. Reheating the 
food will kill the bacteria, 
but not eliminate the toxin 
that has formed in the food. 


There will be no harm to 


the food by refrieeratine it 
as soon as it is cooked. But, 
in most instances, it won't 
do any real harm to let the 
food stand long enough to 
lose its original peak heat 
b e f o r e refrigerating. Milk 
and items made from milk 
should be refrigerated and 
not allowed to stand. It is 
particularly dangerous to let 
cream pies, custards, potato 
salad or similar items stand 
at room temperature. While 
it is all right to let a fresh- 
baked cream pie cool ini- 
tially, it should be refriger- 
ated without undue delay to 
prevent the growth of some 
types of bacteria that can 
cause food poisoning. If you 
must err, do so on the side 
of refrigerating too soon.

Must Label 
Iodide Salt 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Food and Drug Administration 
is ordering salt manufacturers 
to indicate on the label the iod- 
ide content of all table salts. 


Currently, iodized salt must 


be labeled as such, but non-io- 
dized salt need not carry any 
reference to the chemical. 


Iodide combats goiter and 


has been added to about half 
the nation's marketed salt for 
that purpose. In Canada, salt is 
required to contain the chem- 
ical. 


The new regulation will take 


effect in 18 months and will re- 
quire that any salt not treated 
with iodide be labeled: 


"This salt does not supply 


iodide, a necessary nutrient." 


The Salt 
Institute, whose 


members produce 90 per cent 
of the nation's salt, had urged a 
consumer survey of the label- 
ing idea, but FDA decided 
against it. 


The administration did modi- 


fy an earlier proposal on the 
regulation by reducing the print 
size and exempting from the 
rule packages of less than half 
an ounce or more than 2^ 
pounds.

portions, used mainly in restau- 
rants, 
are 
already 
iodized, 


larger packages, it said, are 
bought primarily for use in 
home pickling and canning, 
where iodide would produce a 
cloudy look.

Dr. W. L. Molette of Pine 


Bluff told the Governor's Com- 
mittee on Human Resources 
that Gov. Dale Bumpers should 
include reconsideration of the 
merger in Bumpers' call for a 
special legislative session. The 
session is to begin Feb. 7. 


Molette said the merger of 


the predominantly black school 
with the university represented 
"complete disavowal of the 
contributions of black people to 
the educational process in Ar- 
kansas. 


The 1971 legislature author- 


ized the merger, which is to 
take place July 1. 


Several other black spokes- 


men appeared before the com- 
mittee Thursday and stressed 
that the merger bill was an af- 
front to the entire black popu- 
lation of the state and that 
blacks fervently opposed the 
move. 


Those who estified said they 


were not unequivocally opposed 
to the merger but to the specif- 
ic bill that was passed and to 
the manner in which it was 
passed. They said the merger 
bill was conceived without the 
knowledge or participation of 
blacks.
